The  schools  -■  Denholme  Council  and  Keelham  >-  have  both  been 
visited  by  mysali  several  times,  and  one  course  of  Diphtheria  Immunization 
has  been  carried  out  for  the  benefit  of  the  Scholars;  about  75^  of  the 
scholars  at  Denholme  and  80%  of  the  Scholars  at  Keelham  have  availed 
themselves  of  this  safeguard,  while  a large  number  of  children  urdar  5 
years  of  age  have  been  immunized  at  the  Guild  welfare  Clinic  and  also 
by  the  local  doctors.
